COA Reorganization 
cs Great Strides 


The County Board of Commissioners at a Dec. 
23, 2009 meeting adopted the revised Bylaws. The 
county board oversees the Commission on Aging. 

The COA continues to have a surplus that is 
now up to $2,405,000, known as the “Fund Bal- 
ance.” The more than $2 million has been set 
aside from taxpayer’s money for several years. 
COA Interim Director and consultant, David 
Emmel, said he did not know the plan for the sur- 
plus, nor did the county clerk’s office have any 
knowledge of its future use. 

Joan Blanchard, who just retired from the COA 
board after about nine years, said she did not 
know the plans for the Fund Balance, however she 
said some of the funds will be used for proposed 
programs and services. Blanchard said it is the 
county board of commissioners that ultimately 
decides where the money goes, although the COA 
board may make recommendations. 

County board chairman, Chris Christensen, 
said that some of the funds are already being used 
for new programs and services and he expects 
that the COA will serve a wider county senior 
population after the reorganization. 

The Bylaws revision called for the COA board 
to scale back to a maximum of seven members, 
down from 11 members. Of the seven members, 
two will be from the Boyne City area, two from

A liaison for _ 
the county commission and the COA will remain 
as before, but the new Bylaws prohibit the liaison 


' from voting. 


The current COA board members are: Margo 
Johnson, Sally Gilmore, Janet Froats-Shepherd, ° 
Ward Cook, Lynda Christensen and Nancy 
Tritsch. One seat remains open, but it is expected 
to be filled soon. 

Emmel suggested a diverse board with various 
career backgrounds and life experiences. 

“Td like to see a good diversity of members,” he 
said. “People with different backgrounds are able 
to bring their experiences to assist the seniors.” 

The new Bylaws set out terms for COA board 
members. The county board of commissioners 
appoints all members. Newly appointed members 
may serve for three years and may apply for an- 
other appointment for three years. But if a mem- 
ber wants to continue on the COA board 
following the second term, a year-long hiatus 
must come first. 

The changes occurring at the COA are not ‘only 
procedural changes. The COA is refocusing on 
the mission it espoused when the COA was 
formed. Chairman Christensen advocates for a 


return to the initial mission of the COA.

Ive never had a credit card or a bank 
loan, so I really don’t have any established credit. What 
should I do when it comes to a cell phone contract or es-' 
tablishing utility service?

Dear Matthew, 


There’s usually no exception on cell phone contracts or 
utility service. Chances are you'll have to put up the de- 
posit, and you'll probably get it back in six months or 
maybe a year from now. I still run into this kind of thing 
from time to time. It’s almost like you don’t exist if you . 
don’t have debt and a credit rating. 

The mortgage lending rules are changing almost daily 
at this point. Under the current rules, there are two ways 
to be in a great position to get a home loan. One is to 
have credit running out of your ears and a huge FICO 
score. This is pretty stupid when you think about it, but it 
will get you a home loan almost instantly. The second is 
to have no credit whatsoever. So, it’s really the people i in 
the middle who are feeling the pinch. 

When you have no credit, the lender has to do the un- 
derwriting themselves. It’s something banks used to do, 
back when they actually had some sense when it came to 
making loans. They take a look to see if you have a stable

Dear Wade, 


To the best of my knowledge, there’s no indication in 
Scripture that you should tithe on an inheritance. It never 
hurts to give, but I think when it comes to an inheritance, 
you're talking about something that would be more of an 
offering than a tithe. I don’t think you’ve gota biblical 
mandate to tithe on an inheritance. 

References to tithing in the Bible seem to me to be con- 
nected to money that you earn. In Deuteronomy 28, it 
says to tithe on your net increase. Now yes, youre in- 
creased by an inheritance, but many of these people were 
herders and lived in an agrarian society. If you had a herd 
of 100 sheep one year, aud two died but seven were born, 
then youd have a niet increase of five, and you might cal- 
culate your tithe on that basis. 

It would be the same principle if you owned a small 
business. Your net profits would be your income, and you 
would determine your tithe based on that amount.

crib. What is known now about sudden 
infant death syndrome (SIDS)? Have 
researchers figured out what causes 
these tragic cases where seemingly 
healthy babies die while sleeping? 


DR. DOBSON: Sudden infant 


death syndrome is still a major con- 
cern, killing about 2,500 babies each 
year in the United States alone. We do 
know more, however, about the cir- 
cumstances that are often associated 
with this terrible event. A study was 
conducted by the U.S. Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Commission with the collab- 
oration of researchers at the University 
of Maryland and the Washington Uni- 


versity School of Medicine .in St. Louis, . 


Mo. The results were presented at a 
meeting of the Society for Pediatric Re- 
search in 1996. 

The epidemiologist who directed the 


(Michele Deming, Social 


investigation, Dr. N.J. Scheers, said, 
"We have not found a cause of SIDS, 
but our results show that specific items 
of bedding used in the U.S., such as 
comforters and pillows, were associated 
with an increased risk for death to 
prone-sleeping infants whose faces be- 
came covered, compared to infants on 
‘their sides or backs without soft bed- 
ding under them." 

"It was concluded that babies placed 


on their stomachs in soft bedding are 


more likely to re-breathe their own car- 
bon dioxide that is trapped in the blan- 
kets and pillows around them. In about 
30 percent of the 206 SIDS deaths in _ 
the research project, babies were found 
with bedding pressed. against their 
noses and mouths. Most of them were 
under four months old and could not 
extricate themselves. 


The advice now being offered by doc- 


tors is that parents place their infants 
on their backs, not on their stomachs, 
and that a minimum amount of loose

bedding be kept in the crib. Experts 
also recommend that pregnant women 
avoid smoking for a host of reasons; 
one of them being:that prenatal smok- 
ing is a major risk factor for SIDS. In 
addition, secondhand smoke may also 
put infants at risk for SIDS. For a num- 
ber of reasons aside from the danger of 
SIDS, children should not be exposed 
to smoke. Following this advice won't 
eliminate all cases of SIDS, but it could 
save thousands of lives every year.
